Profits Linked 


In World Trade 


Balance of Payments 
May Be Vague Matter, 
But It Is Important

NEW YORK (A P) — Corporate 
profits and confidence in the value 
of the dollar would seem to be 
the most unlikely of bedmates. 
But so intimately do the econ­

That’s where corporate profits 
come in. If they hold as high as 
the Treasury hopes, it can end 
this fiscal year next June 30 with 
a surplus. If business profits — 
and tax collections from them— 
slip badly, it couldn’t. 
People don’t worry about their 
deposits 
in 
a 
bank 
when 
they 
know 
the 
banker 
can 
lay 
his 
hands on the money to back them. 
The United States has been the 
world's banker since World War 
II. A healthy fiscal situation here 
breeds confidence in Uncle Sam 
as a world banker, even when his 
balance of payments is in a cycle 
of deficit—so long as the down­ 
swing doesn’t last too long. 
Our balance of payment deficits 
in the last three years means that 
the total outflow of dollars abroad 
—for imports, for foreign aid. for 
overseas 
business 
investments, 
for travel, for 
military establish­ 
ments—has exceeded the 
money 
we took in by selling ou exports, 
by profits on foreign investments, 
by selling services. 
As a result of the buildup of 
dollars in foreign hands we have 
$5 billion less in gold now than IO 
years ago and the short-term dol­ 
lar assets held by foreign govern­ 
ments and individuals and inter­ 
national banking institutions tops 
our roughly $18.5 billion of gold. 
It 
is 
possible—but 
supremely 
unlikely—that gold would be de­ 
manded for all of the dollar assets 
held by others. 
But if confidence in the value of

Stimson Just Like Eaton 


Henry L. Stimson was a Repub­ 
lican wmo served in Herbert Hoov­ 
er s and Franklin D. Roosevelt* 
cabinets. Toe name is tairiy lor- 
gotten nowadays but in his time 
Stimson had an excellent reputa­ 
tion a5 a lawyer and statesman 
although he was a rather dull per­ 
son 
I met him on his way 
to and 
from, the Philippines wnen he stop­ 
ped off at Shanghi, and f o u n d 
him rather stuffy about things or­ 
iental without too much knowl­ 
edge 
The "Saturday Review 
recent­ 
ly 
published 
a 
memorandum 
which Henry L Stimson addressed 
to President Truman. To the edit­ 
or of the "Saturday Rev iew ” thi« 
memorandum 
exhibits 
unusual 
prescience. Toe e d i t o r of the 
"Saturdav Review" was invited to 
Cyrus Eaton s luncheonfor Khru­ 
shchev and attended a reception 
given by Khrushchev. 
True Stimson foresaw that the 
Russians would ultimately be able 
to 
manufacture 
bombs. 
So 
he 
wrote a memorandum on Sept ll, 
1945 
\ctuallv there was no reason 
w v they should not The work of 
most of the Swedish. German. It­ 
alian and American scientists was 
pretty well documented in scien­ 
tific literature. The Smy*the Report 
w as 
already available in some 
form 
The 
Rosenbergs and Dr. 
Klaus Fuchs had a l r e a d y stol­ 
en the American bomb. The Can 
adian sp y report was undoubtedly , 
av atlable to him. 
Stimson wrote; 
"Ti* c' tef Wsfin T have learn­ 
ed in a long life is that th# only 
way you can make a man trust- ! 
worthy is to t r u s t him; and the 
surest way to make him untrust 
worthy ig 
to Si-trust 
him 
and 
show your distrust " 
Of course, that is is why banks 
insist upon bonding their cashiers 
and teller* 
Trusting folks is a 
most w o r t h y attitude, however, 
if the most trusted person blows 


his top and steals the funds of a 
bank or a firm, many innocent 
persons sutler. 
Stimson was a lawyer, albeit he 
never 
associated 
with 
lesser 
criminals rn his particular prac­ 
tice. Surely, he knew of such peo­ 
ple as Ivar Krueger and he must 
have heard the distant rumblings 
of the 1929 stock 
market 
and it 
must, at some time or o t h e r , 
have come to him that the most 
trustworthy folks do the most un­ 
trustworthy things now and then, 
and that some of them even get 
caught at it. 
The point that Stimson tried to 
rn ake in his learned 
memoran­ 
dum — which the editor of the 
"Saturday Review” 
says 
"that 
history has vindicated his stand ' 
— was that we s h o u l d trust So­ 
viet Russia. 
History has established it beyond 
that 
Soviet 
Russia 
cannot 
he 
trusted; that Soviet Russia vio­ 
lates 
treaties 
and 
agreements 
without conscience; that Khrush­ 
chev. in particular, is a liar and a 
bully and an utterly untrustwor­ 
thy person. Stimson, of course, did 
not know about Khrushchev, but 
he did know of our numerus dif­ 
ficulties 
with 
S o v i e t 
Russia 
from 1933 to 1945 
In a world what Stimson wanted 
us to do was this; 
“ My idea of an approach to the 
Sov lets would be a direct proposal 
after discussion with the British 
that we would be prepared in ef­ 
fect to enter an arrangement with

the Russians, the general purpose 
of w h i c h would be to control 
and limit the use of the atomic 
bomb as an instrument of war and 
so far possible to d I r e c t and en­ 
courage tile development of atom­ 
ic power for peaceful and hum­ 
anitarian purposes. 
“ Such an approach might more 
specifically lead to the proposal 
that we w o u l d stop work on the 
further improvemet in. or manu­ 
facture of the bomb as a military 
weapon, 
provided 
the 
Russians 
and the B r i t i s h would agree to 
do likewise It might also provide 
that we would be willing to im­ 
pound what bombs we now have 
in the U n i t e d States provided 
the Russians and the British would 
agree with us that in no event will 
they or we use a bomb a* an in­ 
strument of war unless all three 
use . . ” 
At that time 
the British were 
not making atom bombs aband it is 
difficult to understand why Stim­ 
son included them in this picture 
at all, except that he. as an Anglo­ 
phile , always subordinated Amer­ 
ican policy to Great Britain 
Stimson says nothing 
about in­ 
ternational inspection or 
control. 
He wanted, in 
1945, t * trust the 
R u s s i a n s 
And 
the 
editor. 
of 
the 
‘ S a t u r d a y 
Review” 
in August 
I960 
apparently 
still 
wants us to trust the 
Russians. 
This is the spirit of Pugwash which 
is w h e r e Gyrus Eaton holds con­ 
ference to decide how to subordin­ 
ate American to Russian interests.

ing game of the World Series. 
“ What a terrific way to win the 
series,’* chuckled Murtaugh. “ It 
was just typical of my ball club 
—a fighting ball club all the way. 
There are no particular heroes to 
me — every Pirate is a hero.” 
“When Bill Mazeroski hit that 
ball in the ninth I doubted just for 
a moment that it would go over 
the wall.
